NORTH VIETNAM 


During the past year, Hanoi has put special 
emphasis on programs to ensure the army of an ade- 
quate supply of qualified and well-motivated man- 
power. An authoritative North Vietnamese editorial 
on 15 December indicates that Hanoi once again is 
trying to get out the recruits. In calling for ed- 
ucation of the people in "love of country" and the 
"great requirement of the battlefield," the edito- 
rial suggests that there has been some slippage in 
programs to round up military manpower for duty in 
South Vietnam. 

An even more difficult problem for Hanoi , 
however s is to overcome growing realiza- 
tion in the North of the dangers and hard- 
ships which Communist forces in South 
Vietnam must suffer . The return of thou- 
sands of wounded from southern battle- 
fields during the past year and a half , 
in particular , probably has had a pro- 
found impact . Accounts of the real sit- 
uation in South Vietnam undoubtedly have 
contributed to the growing problem of de- 
sertion and draft dodging in North Vietnam 
during the past year . 

The evidence to date does not suggest that 
Hanoi is having difficulty fulfilling its 
draft quotas--the regime f s instruments of 
control almost certainty are capable of 
providing the raw manpower needed by the 
army, if necessary through reliance on 
stronger coercive measures . Nonetheless, 
it is clear that North Vietnam, whose 
well-disciplined and indoctrinated troops 
have provided the Communists with one of 
their strongest assets in the past, is 
facing new problems of morale and motiva- 
tion among those segments of the popula- 
tion it must rely on most to carry on the 
war in the South . 
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TURKEY 


Anti-US demonstrations by Turkish students ap- 
pear almost certain during the three-day visit* be- 
ginning today* by units of the Sixth Fleet to the 
port of Izmir. Student organizations from as far 
away as Ankara and Istanbul may send representatives 
to participate^ 

The students are free to do so because they are m- 
volved in a nationwide boycott of classes over aca- 
demic grievances. Izmir officials believe the dem- 
onstrations will be nonviolent* but they have warned 
that individual extremists may try to provoke inci- 
dents with sailors on shore leave. 

Both Izmir and Istanbul were the scenes 
of anti-JJS demonstrations early this year 
during similar visits by US naval vessels . 
If substantial numbers of out-of-town stu- 
dents come to Izmir s Turkish Army units 
might have to be called to help the local 
police .
